Tinkering the Uonstitution,

Fromthe N. Y, Tribune,

President Johusou, wearfed of his reverencs
for the Constitulion as framed by our fore-
fathers, by the fsilare of the recent Demo.
gratic Conventlon to nomisate the ‘‘actnal
ohoice of the people,’’ has thirown the weight
of Lis vast lunfinence with Congresa in favor of
four new amendments of the Constitution, all
apparently tlgaisuwl for the beWter protection
o) office-seskers. A mers amendment like the
14th, which secures ouly Lthe liberty of four
willions of people, whose race were slaves
when the Covsttution was adopted, and the
waoe of forty millions of peopls who have
e couvolsed with civil wir Lo gettle the
gondition of this race, seems to President
Julimgon to display a dangerous irreversnes
for the infallible perfection of our clarter of
liberties, DBut the failure of the Demooratio
Conveution to nomivate kim, and the fast that
Lo is practically deprived of the privilege of
ronning as o vaudidate, while his ardent ad-
rairers the people are “'by the manipolations
of the Convention’ debarred from voting for
the man of their chioioe, couvinee him that the
Constitution is imperfect in réspeot to the
mode of electing & President,

The end of his term of otlve—now, alas! ap-
prenching all too speedily for the wellare of
the conntry—admonishiss him that the Presi-

dent's term of oflice ought to be six yeara in- |

gtead of fonr. The patriotic heart of the
President is grieved within him at the thought
of the disasters which may overtake the coun-
try for waut of two years mors of his invala-
able Chief Magistrucy. This suggests his
second amendwent, making the FPresidential
term pix yeais.

His narrow eecape from conviction and ra.
moval on his lwpeachment trial, and the
bappy thought how impossible aud needless
would be all efforts to remove any President,
if he were to be snocesded by those very mem-
bera of the Cabivet appointed by Limsalf, who
adviged the aots for which he was lmpeached,
Liave suggested the third amepdment, It par-
poses to prevent all future lmpeachments of a
President, by providiog that, in the event of
his removal, hs will be succeaded by the mem-
bers of his Cabinet, beginning with the Sweere-
tary of State and ending with the Attorney-
General. The President omits to state whether
members of the Cabinet pro tem, wouald ba in-
¢luded in the order of succession; but as such
a measure wonld ald the President in desig-
pating his successor, it would doubiless add s0
much to the value of impeachment, as a po-
litical remedy for msrule, that the President
would be pleased to have Congress jnclude all
Cabinet officers pro tem,

As Mr, Johnson fuis, on a preliminary can-
vass of the Legislature of Tenuessee, that that
body is indisposed to eleet lum to the Bepate
of the United States, he 14 g0 deeply sensible
of the mischisf wrought by thia ivadvertence,
not to say eriminal oversigut, on the part of
Lhe framers of the Coastication, that he reoom-
mends that the Senators, like the President,
shall be chosen by the people. Ilis last
asmwendment provides that the Judges of the
Supreme Court shall hold for twelve years
instead of for life,

The most iwmportant of these purports to
provids for the election of a Presidant directly
by the people, and wiws to abolish noming-
tions by party conventions., Bat we dounbt if
ithe means proposed would tend fu the slightest
degree to accomplish the end songht, [Party
nominations originate in the determination of
each party and of all voters not to throw away
their votes Lly seattering thewm on Lweuly oan-
didates, but to wake them tell on the result
b_v concentrating all that are of one wpolitical

Neminations wonld, there-
fore, be made Ly national conventions of aither
party, as now. The peopls would conoentrate
on these nominations as now; the votes of the
minority in each electoral district would ba
lost in the count, as now the votes of the mi-
nority in each slate ure loat: the popular vote
mwight be cast for another than the candidate
elected, just as now; and the ouly effect of tha
changs wounld be to merge the Htates and elest
the President by electoral dlstricts.

An inconvenivnee attending the plan wonld
be that the electoral distriota would not corrs-
spond to any political division of the Blatenow
existing, It would requira two more distriots
in each State than the number of Congres-
glopal districts, so as to add one electoral dis-
trict for each Sepator. The elsctoral distriots
wounld be jugt near enough to the Congressional
to oreate confualon, 'F-- earry out tha plan
wonld reguire & board of auaditors ani entire
official machinery for each electoral district
which do not now exist, As to the proposi-
tion that the Progident shall be elected for six
yeara instead of fonr, reluctant as the Amsri-
can people feel to part with the services of
President Jolnson after so short aud glorions
an administration, we cannot conveive that
they will ever again have “showered down
vpon them’ a Presidential blessing which
they will gerfonsly yearn to retain for mora
than four years. If they ghould, their yearn-
inge may doubtless be satisfled by re-elscting
lim for four years more. The most illnatri-
ong precedent relative to a gix years' term is
that atfordsd by the Rebsl Cenfederavy, which
elected Jefl, Davis for that term, and fonud
it rather longer than they would have wished.

The amendment reguirivg that on impeachs
ment and removal of the President, he shall
appoint n successor—for devolving the suoves-
gion on the members of his Cabinet mesns no
lesg—may not have been intended a3 a jole,
but it iz nearer approximation to hamor than
the President bas ever before perpetrated.
The thought of lmpeaching Johuson to have
Lim suceveded ]r'\' Seward, or r-‘ulo':ing Ba-
¢hanan  to Howell Cobb, or ounsting
Fravklin Pisrce to put in Jeflurson Davis, is
amusing. The election of United States Sena-
tors by the people instead of by the Legisla-
tore wonld, we think be no improvemsnt on
the present system. It would practically de-
volve the aotual selection ou the State Conven-
tions of the respeclive parties, and we donbt
il any higher grade of Senators wounld be
chosen by thesse two political Conventions than

are now chosen by the  Legislature,
The cbange wonld bLe  for the worse.
Appointing thin Judges of the
United Btatea Suprema Court for twelva

yearg, instesd of forlife, would bring them
wore nnder the control of the resident; and
wounld legsen theirindapendencs. [twonld plave
the {wo judges of the Snprews Coart whoss
terms wounld expire dordog the term of auy
P'resident mors vpnder his coutrol than the
welfare of the conutry demands. On  the
whole, therafore, we see many wors evidences
of witdow in the Constitution as oor fathers
framed it thap in any iwmprovements Mre, John-
gon would La likely to maks in it. We have
not been o the habit of regarding the Cousti-
totion with fetish worship., W balieve it will
perpetually grow, and change, aud be renewed,
And like ull living things, when it ceases to
grow it will bave begun to dis. Bat Mr,
Johnson's amendments are crnde amd bnngling
in their conception, aud though he claims that
Lis meditations npon them have baen long,
they never could have been broad or deep.

Mayor Opdyke, in the proclsmastion which
he issusd on the third day of the great riot,
uged this language: —*It would wnot have in-
terrupted your peace fur a day, but for the
temporary absencs of all our organized local
wilitia.*’

How came the wilitia to ba abzent? It was
iu vonss ([ enge of & call by the FPederal Gov-
erument for immediate sid in repe-lling the
Rebel invasion of Pennsylvauia, and of the
jrumptitnde, zesl, and ensrgy with
Governor Seymour responded o the call, send-
ing not only all var organized local troops, but
others which were organized ou the spar of
the occasion. The Db Mouday, was
constrained to acknowledge that Goveruor
Seywour did bis whole daty in that alsrming
ewsrgency.

If the Republican press wonld have the

Another repudiates the plank
of the Demoeratic platiorm whivh annonnoss
as the settled conviction of North and South
alike—0f Union and Rebel soldicrs—tlist
cession is dead; and they all proolaim that the
election of Seywour aud Blair is to ba the
vindication, aud possibly the renewal of Ro-
bellion.

This is bad enongh; but words remaing to
be told. It is announced that rebel gunsrala
apd Congressmen, eoldiers with hauds red
with the blood of our fellow-Northerners, and
politivians fresh from plotting the destrnotion
of the Union, are to stump the North against
Graut and Collfax.

on & fair basis, guch as qualilsd snl

Uuestiops of this kind are pretty well
settled in our view, and are not involved iu
the present election. If they were, and the
Detnoerats took the Southern side, wa shonld
not be left with & corporal’s guard on slection
day.

The Indian Treatics.

Congress has so long delayed aetion in re

ard to ludian matters that it 8 extremely
donbtful if any definite polioy will be agreed
upon at this session. It will be a most unfor
tunate thing for the West, however, if this
lmportant matter ia 18ft for gauother yoar in
its present nnsettied coudition. The Indiana,
disgouraged and disgusted at the nouo-falill-
ment of the treaties which they entered foto &
yeAr ago, are repestiog theiroperations of last
season, aud roving bands are carrying terror
to the hearts of huudreda of settlers. The
depredations already committed by them this
year will serve to inlimidate hundreds of
emigrants, who wonld otherwise have made
their homes on the froutier,

For all these ontrages the Government iy
directly responsible, The ludian Peaca Com-
wission which was sent ont last year sno-
oeeded, after great troable and at 4 heavy ex-
penee, in reachiog the hostils tribes, and in
perfecting satiafactory treatios with them, By
the terms of these treativs the Lludians ware Lo
be concentrated on certuin lands set apart vx-
clogively for their use, mills, stores, clinrahes,
and schools were to be erected for them, and
Government agents were to instrugt them io
agricultural pursuits and i the raisiug of
stock, lu short, the red man was to be jrea-
dually civilized, and tanght to enrn his living
Ly the aweat of his brow.

But these treaties are good for nothing nutil
ratified by the aathorities at Washiogton,
This Lns not yet been doue, notwithstauding
the fact that the Commissioners have repest-
edly urged it npon the attention of the proper
offivials, They asgert that this delay is the
direct canee of the Indian hostilitisa this sea-
son, aud predict that nuless sometliing is dons
speedily the dis:atisfaction mmopg the red men
will beeorse more general, and auother Indian
war be the result,

elsewhers we learn that Ly reason of these
depredations the agent at Fort Larned rofused
to tarnish the savages with arms aod ammu-
pition, and forthwith our red men and brothers
declared this to be a violation of the treaty
and avnounced themsslves as ready for war,
To make good their threat traing wera soon
after attacked aod robbed and a lienteuant and
five privates of the army were subsequently
wuraered, At last accounts the wilitary
authorities were concentrating troops at I'ort

Larped, and orders bad been igsaed to the
various yposls to prepare for aclion
at a moment's notice, In the meantime the

Indiang bad been 1nformed that the Govern-
ment, though anxions for peace, was fully pre-
pared to wage war—an aunouncement which
had the efleot of awing them somawhat,
althongh they continned sullen and discon-
tented. Thus the matter stood when the des.
patch was gent, and we doulbt if the next in-
telligence will be more favorable, The conrse
pursued by the Government towards these
Iudians has been a most vasillating one, and a
dizgrave to a great nation. 1f our army had
been made to whip the savages thoroughly,
instead of “peace commissioners’ being sent
to negotiate treaties, their arroganca and hos-
tility to the whites would have long ago dis-
appeared, and the settlers upon the Plains
would have now been able to dwell with safaty
in their cabinsg and peacsafully carry out the
destiny of our civilization. We feel assured
that the most rigorous measures will alons
teach these red=kins to fear and sabmis to the
power of the Government.
